they get. A panel house is a place where 
robberies are pulled off by means of a 
secret panel in the wall. I know the 
names of the men who get this money, 
and I am willing to give them’ to the 
grand jury or to the Police Board. 

“If they really want to investigate the 
police and detective departments, let 
them find out what men outside the 
department--what politicians—ask for 
the assignment of certain patrolmen and 
detectives at certain precincts at every 
primary and election. Let them find out 
why the men on the force with reputa- 
tions for recklessness and roughness are 
assigned to places where the politicians 
want rough work done, whether the of- 
ficer belongs to that precinct or not. 

“They can find out if they want tv 
who was protecting a show all during 
the World'sé¢Fair opposite Union Sta- 
tion. Whenever they got a ‘sucker’ in 
the back of that place they turned the 
lights out and cleaned up. The men get- 
ting the money had a fight over it. It 
was commonly known to the detectives 
and police, and even to citizens in the 
neighborhood, that the place was pro- 
tected and who was getting the money. 

Mustn’t Arrest All Crooks.”’ 

“No man can be a policeman in this 
town and stay right. He’s got to pro- 
tect certain criminajs or he gets fired. 
The man who gets a place on the police 
or detective force and thinks that the 
more criminals he arrests the better 
the big men will think of him, is a 
fool. He’s got to learn to be blind in 
both eyes when he Sees certain crooks 
before they think well of him at head- 
quarters. 

“They can’t reform the police and de- 
tective departments until they get rid 
of some of the bie timber. 

“T honestly believe Desmond is square, 
but I can’t say that for some other big 
ones. Desmond is simply the mouse in 
the claws of certain politicians. He is 
kept blinded as to the eorruption all 
around him. He really wants to see 
the crooks locked up and punished, but 
he is practically powerless because poli- 
tics rules his department, whether he’s 
willing or not. 

“Every man in the police and detec- 
tive departments knows that all these 
robberies and ‘hold-ups’ could be 
stopped easily enough. If the officers 
were to arrest every known thief or 
other crook he saw, without regard to 
whether he was protected by any poli- 
tician, the burglaries and robberies 
would stop in two days. You don’t have 
to catch those people in the act of rob- 
ping a man Just arrest them the first 
time you see them on the street, and let 


them know you will keep on arresting 


them even if you can’t make a case, 


and they'll leave town. 
Crooks Do Election Work, 


“But if an officer goes up to a crook 
he will be told, ‘You dare not touch me. 
So-and-so ‘s back of me. So-and-so is 
always some politician who wants that 
crook to do dirty work on election day. 
Nobody but 4 crook wiil take a chance 
of doing that kind of work. ~His reward 
is the promise of immunity from arrest 
—and he gets it. 

“IT can give the board the names of 
the men who promise protection to crim- 
inale as a reward for election services, 
I am willing to give the names either 
to the board or to the grand jury. 

“No detective in St. Louls ever goes 
into the territory north of Wash street 
and west of Jefferson avenue, or south 
of Chouteau and west of Jefferson ave- 
nues unless he has 4 special job from 
headquarters. It's easy enough for high- 
waymen and burglars to get in their 
sone election I contributed $16.35 to 
the campaign fund.

‘“iIGve them the free bridge to eed Be 
about! Yes, in God’s name, give them 
anything, anything, anything—to talk 
about that will supply topics to keep 
their tongues from wagging about, the 
faults and misfortunes of their neigh- 
bors.’ 

When Rev. Dr. W. D. Bradfield shoyt- 
ed these words last nght in a germon 
on the Ninth Commandment, “Thou 
shdit not bear false witness agains®thy 
neighbor,’' there was a rustling of fe- 
male garments and a stir among ‘the 
women in Cook Avenue Meéthodist 
Chureh that for a moment kept ‘the 
preacher’s voice from being heard. 

After a brief pause the voice from 
the pulpit’ rang out loud and clear: 

“Yes, give 'em anything to talk about 
that will furnish some sort of pretext 
for menital exercise. I hail the forma- 
tion of all the Shaksneare clubs and 
Browning clubs, and other clubs for 
women that tend’ to give them some- 
thing to think about and stop the un- 
bridled idle talking that does so much 
harm and the slander that Slays char- 
acter.

Saturday night’s mass meeting at the Odeon was a 
convincing demonstration of the strength and sin- 
eerity of the sentiment of the people in favor of a 
free railroad and wagon bridge to break the bridge 
and terminal combine.

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WHAT IS A “RAKEOFF”’? 


| The term “rakeoff” has received a judicial and 
judicious interpretation in the Pennsylvania courts. 

One John F. Ancona was County Comptroller and 
a candidate for re-election.

President Eliott of Harvara 


Cannot See Why He Should 
Take Initiative. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 27.—Presi- 
dent Eliott of Harvard, in an interview 
today, stated with considerable empha- 
Sis that he would not invite a meeting of 


university and college presidents to un- 


dertake the reform or abolution of foot- 

ball, as he was requested to do in a 
telegram sent him by Chancellor Mc- 
Cracken of New York University after 
the death of Harold P. Moore, right 
halfback of the Union College football 
team, Saturday night: 

“AS yet, I have nat replied to Chan- 
cellor McCracken’s telegram,”’ said 
President Eliot, “and when I do so it 
will be by letter and not by telegraph. 
T shall not call a meeting of college and 
university presidents to discuss the foot- 
ball situation. I cannot see why such 
a4 movement should come from me.”’ 

“Possibly it is because you are the 
head of the greatest university in the 
country, suggested the reporter, ‘‘and, 
as such, your initiative in the matter 
would have greater weight than of any 
other college president.”’ 

No, replied President Eliott,” the 
movement should not come from me, 
but from a body of men representing the 
university—from the overseers and the 
corporation.”’ 

“Do you know whether such a move- 
ment will be made?’’ 

“4 know absolutely nothing about it,” 
replied the sresident. ‘‘Storey has been 
credited with the intention of introducing 
a movment for the abolution of football 
in the Board of Overseers, but he de- 
nied to me that he had such intentions. 
He told the newspapers the same, but 
in Spite of that fact they published the 
story.”’ 

lt would appear from the above facts 
and from the remarks which President 
Eliott previously uttered in regard to 
the Harvard-Yale game that he is by 
no means so hostile to football as he is 
credited with being. Although he did 
not witness the contest on Saturday, he 
had good information in regard to its 
character, and said that he was satis- 
fied that it was as satisfactory and free 
from objectionable features as it pos- 
sibly could be under the present rules.

In taking the question of boxing be- 
fore his board of directors, President 
Day of the Missouri Athletic Club earns 
commendation. It is the right step by 
the right man in the right place and at 
the right moment. 

The boxing laws have been misunder- 
stood, misadministered, misapplied and 
mistaken. That boxing with gloves, in 
i private club, before bona fide mem- 
bers of the club, where no admission is 
charged, is legal, if not proper, cannot, 
I think, be contravened in court. That 
it is good or beneficial or proper or 
works for human welfare and the weal 
of the commonwealth, I do not propose 
to discuss here. I only assert my belief 
that boxing with gloves, whether ddne 
by amateurs of snow whiteness or pro- 
fessionals of boot blackness, before re- 
sponsible, edificed, furnished private 
clubs like the M. A. C., strictly for 
members, no admission fee charged, the 
publ e barred, no decision rendered and 
no prize offered, is within the law and 
cannot legally be prevented. 

Let us hope that the Missouri Athletic 
Club will, through its most capable at- 
torney, for this case, Mr. Clifford E. 
Allen, onee and for all, take and bring 
such action as will forever set the mat- 
fer at rest. The M. A. C. is one of the 
very few legitimate athletic clubs in St. 
Louis. 

It must not, and will not, oppose the 
law. But it is its duty to athletics to 
ascertain what the law in this case is, 
and ‘having once certained it, to see 
that the police ahd the executive, as 
well as boxers and athletic clubs, obey: 
it. 

Lovers of amateur boxing do not want 
or care about the opinions of a police- 
man on boxing laws governing boxing or 
those of any man lower than a judge on 
the bench. They do not want police pro- 
nunciamentos. They want the law.

JORDAN FLAYS 
MINNESOTA WAYS 


Famous. Football Censor Says 
That Gopher Players Faked 
Game to Win Bets, 


Special io the l'ost-Dispateh, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—The University 
of Minnesota, her president, football 
coach, players and students, are put on 
the rack by Edward 8. Jordan in the 
concluding article of his series on ‘‘Buy- 
ing Foothall Victories,’’ which will ap- 
pear in next week's issue of Collier's 
Weekly. The article charges open col- 
lusion between the athletie department 
of the institution and that of “commer- 
cial Mineapolis.’’ The chief indicement 
reads as follows: 

“The University of Minnesota has en- 
tered into a co-operative football alli- 
ance with the commercial interests of 
Minneapolis. This insttiution has prac- 


|} tically abandoned all other athletic in- 


terests because they could not be con- 
ducted on a paying basis. Every en- 
ergy has been devoted to the produc- 
tion of a winning football team. When 
football in the West was a sane game, 
played by students, Minnesota met de- 
feat until the season of 1990 found her 
willing to enter the campaign for vic- 
tory as it was carried on by her West- 
ern rivals. Dr. Henry L. Williams, now 
one of the most able coaches in the 
West, came out from Pennsylvania to 
coach her team. He concocted a brand 
of victory during the first season that 
satisfied the college.” 


Merchants Otwn Team. 


The article then states that following 
the defeat which Nebraska adminsterea 
to the gophers in the second season of 
Williams’ regime there came a demand 
for “Doc's” resignation from the Min- 
nesota Alumni Magazine and from one ot 
the Minneapolis newspapers. This was 
net, according to Jordan, by Col. Frank 
M. Joyce and Ikey’” Kaufmann, busi- 
ness men of the city, who ‘‘purchased 
the entire edition of the offending mag- 
azine and silenced the critical news- 
paper.’”’ 

Specific charges are made against 
Usher L. Burdick, a former end; Henry 
O’Brien, ‘Sunny’ Thorp, Ed Rogers, the 
former Carlisle player; Irsfield, Han- 
nan, ‘“‘Hunky’’ Davies, Marshall, Case 
and Ittner. All of these players are 
accused of holding ‘“‘snap"’’ positions in 
either St. Paul or Minneapolis. The 
most startling instance relates to 
Davies, who, in the language of Jordan, 
‘held a position in the State Capitol at 
St. Paul at $100 a month, but found it 
possible to leave his work in time to 
travel 10 miles to practice before 4 
o'clock each day.” 

Granting that these instances explain 
nothing in themselves, Jordan makes 
the inquiry: “Can a football man at- 
tend the arduous daily practice, earn 
his way through college and still be a 
student?’’ This is the answer: 

Football Men No Students. 


‘‘Minnesota has solved the problem of 
attendance through her ‘night law 
school,’ but the dean of that department 
answers the vital question. He de- 
clares that ‘only about one-third of the 
football men can possibly maintain 
average standing,’ and asserts that ‘be- 
cause the game as now played is preju- 
dicia] to the highest interests of the uni- 
versity, the faculty of this law school 
seems to stand as a unit in favor of its 
abolition.’ ”’ 

hese views, says Jordan, do not co- 
incide with those of President Cyrus 
Northrop, who ‘‘can see no real de- 
moralizing evil in the game of football.” 
This is the only opinion favorable to 
the game which Jordan asserts has been 
received. from 29 college presidents, to 
whom inuqiries were sent. 

“This is an example,’’ comments the 
inuqisitor, ‘‘of that laisser-faire faculty 
policy which today gives indirect counte- 
nance to dishonorable athletic practice. 

Players “Pulled” to Win Bets. 

The gambling end of the evil is said 
to be greater at Minnesota than any 
other institution. Jordan charges that 
the “lid’’ placed upon games oO _ chance 
in the northern city has-been lifted as 
far as betting upon football games 1s 


concerned, and operators upon the Board

How it 
has extended to the players and stu- 
dents is illustrated by a ‘gambling sell 
in connection with the Beloit game of 
1908. by which Jordan charges ‘Jimmy

basis of 10 touchdowns for Minnesota. 
Jordan charges that Irsfield and Luces, 
after Coach Williams had ordered the 
team to make a much smaller score and 
then practice place kicks, used their 
knowledge gained as players to make a 
aafe bet, on the basis that Minnesota 
would not score the needed 10 touch- 
downs. The gamblers howled, “‘but a

FOOTBA 
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Nineteen Lives Sacrificed to 
College Game This Year— 
University Presidents State 
Opinions—Game Abolished at 
Two Institutions, 
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NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Ninéteen lives 
are known to have been sacrificed in 
football this season, exceeding by six 
the record of 1903, while the number of 
casualties greatly surpassed that of any 
previous year. It is entirely probable 
ihat the list of injured would have been 
greatly lengthened if all small games 
had been reported. More deaths, too, 
might have been added, but the list 
is bad enough. 

Of the 19 youths killed this season, 11 
are high school players. Ten were 
boys of 17 and under, and three were 
seasoned college men, presumably fit 
for the rigors of the game. The list 
of severely injured will reach over 150, 
which exceeds all previous records by a 
score or more. : 

The first death on record of a femi- 
nine football player occurred during the 
season, the victim being Miss Berna- 
dette Becker, 18 years old, daughter of 
a leading politician of Cumberland, Md. 
In a rough scrimmage among girls of 
her school she received injuries that 
developed into acute peritonitis. 

Penn Faenlty Acts, 

Aroused by the appalling record of the 
year, a movement has been inauguratcd 
by the faculty of the University of 
Pennsylvania to inject a taming spirit 
into the sport. The University of Penn- 
sylvania came out today in favor of a 
strict revision of rules, and will seek 
the co-operation of all colleges through- 
eut the country. Telegrams sent the 
Post-Dispatch New York Bureau by 
presidents of many of the colleges indi- 
cate hearty support of the movement.
